Key to the species and varieties of Hedyotis biflora and H. strigulosa. 

1. Annual herbs. Leaves membranous, ovate-oblong to ovate, generally acute 
at apex, with apiculate cells on margins under the microscope (Fig. 1, A). 

Pedicels capillary. Capsule broadly globose, with thin coat. H. biflora 

1. Perennial herbs. Leaves thick, subsucculent, obovate-oblong to obovate, rarely 
ovate, rounded to obtuse rarely subacute at apex, with smooth and flat or 
rounded cells on margins under the microscope (Fig. 1, B). Pedicels stout. 

Capsule obovoid to obovoid-globose, rarely subglobose, with thick coat.
